that includes the second material that ts at least substantially non-transparent. 

2. (Original) A ligjiting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein the cavity has a 
maximum lateral dimension, and the height of the elongated member is substantially greater than 
the maximum lateral dimension of the cavity.

20. (Original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 13 wherein the portion of the 
first material that at least partially defines the cavity extends to two or more separate outer 
surfece regions of the elongated member, wherein the outer surfece between the two or more

29. (Previously Presented) A method for fonning a lighting apparatus that is 
adapted to receive a Kgiht source, the method comprising the steps of: 

coextruding a first material and a second material to form an elongated member having an 
outer surfece and a cavity for receiving the Ught source, the firat material being at least partially 
transparent and the second material being at least substantially non-transparent, the first material 
fomiing a Ught guide from the cavi ty to two or more portions of the outer surfece of the 
elongated member, wherein this two or more portions of the outer surface are separated from one 
another by a separating portion of the outer surface that includes the secbnd material that is at 
least substantially non-transparent 
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30. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 29 whcrdn the 
elongated member includes a substantially horizontally extending portion and a downward 
extending portion to fit a stair. 

31. (Previously Presented) A lighting apparatus according to claim 11 wherein 
the first material extends to two or more portions of the ovrter surface of the elongated member, 
wherein the two or more portions of the outer surface are separated from one another by a 
separating portion of the outer surface that includes die second material that is at least 
substantially non-transparent. 
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
